GLORIOUS ATHLETIC CAREER ENDS 


Incomparable Jim 


Jim Thorpe, 64, the Oklahoma 
Indian who became a veritable 
colossus in‘the world of athle- 
tics, died Saturday 

He suffered a heart attack in 
his modest trailer in suburban 
Lomita where he lived with his 
wife, Patricia 

The news of his death 
brought words of tribute from 
men who played with him and 
writers who described him as 
“incomparable” and “the great 
est athlete of all time.” 

The most-talked-about sports 
figure of his day in football, 
track and field and later in big 
league. basebal!, Thorpe had suf 
fered two previous heart at 
tacks, one in 1943 and another 
last year 

After the glory years at the 
early part of. the century, there 
were some hard times. Several 
years ago he was discovered dig- 


ging ditches. But some of the 
glory returned ‘three years ago 
when sports writers and broad- 
casters of the United States, in 
an Associated Press poll, voted 
him the outstanding male ath 
lete of the first half of the 20th 
century. 

It has been more than 40 
years since Thorpe gained his 
first. game at Carlisle Indian 
School. Playing with this little 
School, usually outmanned and 
outweighed in games against 
big eastern colleges, he scored 
25 touchdowns and racked up-a 
198-point total in 1912. In the 
Olympics that year, with almost 
no specialized training, he set 
point totals in the decathlon and 
pentathlon which stood for 20 
years 

King Gustav V of Sweden 
told him: “Sir, you are the 
greatest athlete in the world. 


But later his medals and 
trophies of the games 
taken from him because it. was 
discovered that he had violated 
the strict Olympic amateur code 
by playing professional base 
ball for $60 a month. Years later 
a congressional sub-committee 
decided to see what could be 
done to have the trophies re 
turned but nothing came of it 

Nobody knows how many 
sports Jim could have excelled 
in He wasn’t too strong on 
training and relied on his great 
natural co-ordination and speed 
to attain athletic greatness 

Modern sports experts have 
picked him as the football 
player of the century, ranking 
him ahead of Red Grange

Base 
ball raised a fund for him. And 
he got some compensation when 
a biographical movie, “Jim 
Thorpe, All + American,” was 
produced.

| How Can Hostile Families 


Of Teenagers Be Merged? 


By ELIZABETH B. HURLOCK, PhD 


Merging two families into one is a long and difficult task 
It takes a.lot of courage and faith to tackle such a job, even 
under the best of circumstances. But when circumstances are 
unfavorable it is almost doomed to failure from the start. That 
ig why this woman had better watch her step. She writes 

(Q) “I am a widow with three children, rang 
ing in age from seven to 14 years. I have been 
going with a widower who has two teenage 
daughters just a trifle older than my oldest 
child. The children seem to resent each other 
and I have the feeling that my friend's daugh- 
ters resent me too. The older girl has been tak. 
ing charge of.the home since the mother’s death 
and I have a feeling that she does not want me 
or anyone else to intrude. The girls do much as 
they please about dates, hours of coming home, 
ete., as their éather is a busy man and has not 
been able to do much for his daughters He Hurlock 
feels that they need a mother and he thinks I am the right one 
for that job. But if they resent me how ean I be a good mothe: 
to them?” 

(A) The answer is that you cannot be.a good mother to 
them if they refuse, to co-operate and play the game with you 
You would make the lives of every member of both families 
wretched if you went ahead with your plan to marry this man 
so long as his daughters feel as they do about you and your 
children 

Under the best of circumstances, it is hard to expect two 
sets of children, brought up with different backgrounds, to be 
friendly from the start. Your children would certainly object to 
the girls just as they object to your children. Then you would 
be likely to side with your children as their father would side 
with his. Can't you see for yourself that the home would, under 
such circumstance, be a constant battleground? 

Tell him how things stand and why you feel that it would 
be a great risk to launch an experiment which has so little 
promise of success. If he really loves you and wants you as‘ his 
wife, it will be up to him to straighten things out in his own 
home and sell his daughters on the idea that having a step 
mother, stepbrothers and sisters, would add to the pleasures of 
their lives and would give them 
what lacked since 
their mother's death. If he can 
not convince them of this, you
